This is our standard school bench, and since it has been on the market has 
met with extremely favorable reception. 

It is made of selected maple throughout, except the screws which are of hick¬ 
ory, two inches thick. Our vise construction is the result of careful experiment, 
and as now made equalizes the strain so that it is distributed over the entire bench 
top. The lumber is all thoroughly seasoned, and the bench is carefully put to¬ 
gether, all joints being glued where practicable. It has wooden bench stops and 
a tool rack. It is very rigid and strong, and is provided with lag screws by which 
the legs may be bolted to the floor, and the top fastened to the legs if desired. 
The dimensions are as follows: 4 feet long, 18 inches wide, and recess 6 inches 
wide. The. height can be adjusted by means of blocks to 28, ^o and 32 inches, 
Our “H” bench is a modification of ‘‘J,” but is of the same dimensions, and 


made in the same manner.
